Subdivision flags are being flung to the breeze again in 


Southern California. 


The past eight months have been quiet ones in real 


estate, both in the heart of Los Angeles and in its envir- 
ons. It was inevitable that this would be, because building 
and subdividing in any locality cannot be kept at the peak 
continuously.

It is said there are four rivers 


famous for beauty, but each of a 
different type. They are tho Thames, 
Elba, Amazon, and the Hudson. 


One of the peculiar differences be- 


tween the Hudson and the Amazon 
is that whereas there is such a strong 
current in the Amazon that fresh 
water is encountered as much as one 
hundred miles out in the ocean, the 
Hudson has very little current. In 
fact salt water is encountered up the 
river for considerable distance. That 
is why the Hudson is called the 
'' Drowned River.'' 


Geologists claim that a long time 


ago the Hudson carried tho drainage 
from the Great Lakes. That was 
probably during the glacier period. 


Along its banks some of our ear- 


liest history has been written. This 
is where Washington did a lot. of 
campaigning. 
A flag still waves 


above his old headquarters. West 
Point is located on it. 


On both sides of the river, close to 


the river-bnnk, railroad trains run 
at terrific speed. Speed is the- watch- 
word in the east. Everything is 
sneeded up except the current in the 
Hudson. 


I 
A trip down the Hudson, particu- 


larly in the fall of the year, is one 
long to be rem'embered. Leaving Al- 
bany in the morning, it is an all-day 
trip filled with ever-changing scen- 
ery. The banks slope back from the 
water's .edge, in some places nearly 
a mile, and are covered with a var- 
iety of verdure, which at this time 
of the year is beautifully colored. 
Only nature could blend such colors. 
To lovers of colored foliage, this is 
a rare treat. Interset in this land- 
scaping are numerous farms and 
country estates which add to its 
beauty and charm. Hills of different 
sizes and shapes -are numerous and 
appear to get larger until finally the 
Catskill mountains appear in the dis- 
ance. These are the mountains where 
Rip Van Winkle had his famous 
sleep. From the river at a certain 
angle (of course with a stretch of 
imagination) one can see the face of 
old Rip formed of the rising and 
falling of the peaks. The forehead, 
the nose, and the long chin are plain- 
ly disccrnable. 


You are impressed as you travel 


down the river with the large num- 
ber of ice-houses on both banks. The 
houses are very large. Here is where

Citrus Growers Inspect 


Exchange Saw Mills 


(Editor's note: Nearly every cit- 


rus grower is interested in the lum- 
bering operations of the Fmit Grow- 
ers Supply company at Susanville and 
Hilt, line to the fact that at 
these 


two .points are logged and sawed the 
lumber necessary for the millions 
of boxes required annually in the 
packing of the orange and lemon 
crops of Southern California. On ac- 
count of distance involved few are 
able to visit these mills and for that 
reason we asked Mr. Henry Damerel, 
one of the foremost growers and 
packers of the San Gabriel valley, 
to furnish the Argus readers with an 
account of his recent inspection.) 


A committee consisting o'f •George 


Furgeson, \V. J. Gregg, P. H. Maurer 
and myself from the board of dir- 


ectors of the Sail Dimns Lemon asso- 
ciation, and T. Roe Hobbs, the secre- 
tary-manager, left on September 27th 
for a trip to cover the logging and 
lumbering operations of the Fruit 
Growers Supply Company. The par- 
ty went by auto, the trip taking two 
weeks of rather strenuous traveling 
to properly cover the ground. 
| 
At Susanville, Lassen 
county, is 


j located the larger of the two lumber- 


i ing operations of the Fruit Growers, 
and near here they own 48,102 acres 
of fine timber land, continuing one 
billion feet of pine and fir. It was 
here the committee had an opportun- 
ity, to see toe most approved logging 
methods. The Fruit Growers Supply 


•j Company has 
co-operated 
closely 


with the United States forest service 


tn its program of systematic refores- 
tation. 


In its logging the Supply Company 


has always followed a policy in har- 
mony with approved Forest Service 
methods, conducting its operations in 
such a manner as to leave standing 
and unharmed as much as possible 
of the young growth of the forest, 
and leaving a sufficient supply of 
suitable seed trees per acre for re- 
production. It is estimated that such 
u policy would result in a perpetual 
yield and permit a cutting cycle of 
40 to GO year periods. 


One of the interesting features of 


the logging operation was tho cater- 
pillar tractors. They disappear into 
the woods and in an 
incrcditable 


short time reappear dragging a large 
load of logs with minimun damage 
to the young trees. 


At Camp 8, on tho Supply Com- 


pany's railroad and about thirty- 
eight miles from the Susanville saw- 
mill, an opportunity to lunch with 
the lumberjacks was taken advan- 
tage of. These boys have keen appe- 
tites and six to seven minutes is all 


the time required to put away a good 
substantial meal. 


The falling of trees five feet in 


diameter and from 200 to 400 years 
old was in progress on a burnt area 
of government timber. The timber 
was available to the Supply Com- 
pany at a very reasonable price as 
their railroad made it easily acces- 
sible. It is necess ry to cut this 
timber within a period of eighteen 
months after a fire, otherwise it. is 
destroyed by the wood wprms. The 
logs, after being delivered to the 
side of the railroad by the tractors, 
arc picked up by a large hoist and a 
car is loaded in a very short time, 
and the train with thirty cars pulls 
out for the saw mill. The day spent 
at this camp gave an opportunity to 
see the entire logging operations and 
the next day was spent-in the Susau- 
ville saw mill. 


Very early in the morning stand- 


ing in front of the mill were about 
sixty cars of logs. These were all 
unloaded during the day. Hero the 
committee. had a chance to follow 
the logs from the pond through the

saw mill and observe the workings 
of one of tho most efficient mills on 
trie coast. They were cutting 250,000 
feet in the ten-hour shift. The annual 
cut is seventy million feet. This is 
indeed a large business, when one 
considers the directing of 1200 men 
in the entire operation, from forest 
to the finished procluc.t. of boxes and 
high grade lumber. The time spent 
in the mill was very instructive and 
interesting. Every department scorn- 
ed to be working in fine shape. 


There was no loafing, the men all 


working under the best conditions of 
a safety-first plan. Henry Ford onco 
said if he was'asked to take charge 
of a factory which did not pay, the 
first thing he would do would be to 
clean up and improve the working 
conditions of the men. 
Here we 


found a mill entirely to his liking 
for everything was clean and the 
lumber was well piled and well ven- 
tilated. 
For comparison, some time 


was spent in one of the other mills 
belonging , to a very large 
lumber 


company with a long experience in 
the lumber business. The result of 
this visit made us proud of tho 
growers' achievement in developing 
a mill such as Susanville. The com- 
mittee was conducted through the 
mill by the manager and was able to 
get first-hand information from E. 
B. Birmingham, with whom consider- 
able time was spent in a general dis- 
cussion o'f the entire 
workings of 


both logging and mill operations. 


A journey was then made to Hilt, 


which is 20 miles further north, loc- 
ated in Siskiyou county, and just 
south of the Oregon line. This is 
the older plant and is under tho man- 
agement of A. E. Stonehouse. The 
Supply company has here 28,883.acres 
of timber land, something 'over 205 
million feet standing. The mill cap- 
acity is 130,000 feet in ten hour 
shift. 
The annual cut is approxi- 


mately twenty-five million feet and 
there are 379 men employed. 


The town of Hilt is owned and 


looked after by the Fruit Growers 
Supply Company and all phases o'f 
civic and social plans seem to be in 
fine working order.

have a very complete railroad system 
for hauling the logs from the woods 
to the-mills. 


Both steam and electric power are 


made possible for the two mills by 
the burning of sawdust and waste. 
Slth a new glueing process the waste 
umber is largely converted into var- 
ous kinds of box ends, and one could 
readily sco that a saving running in- 
;o six figures could be made annually 
ay the two mills. About one half of 
;he lumber is made into boxes and 
ihe balance into high grade lumber, 
which makes the business more pro- 
itable. One of the real values of the 
lumber mills is that it is possible to 
turn out, if necessary, the twenty 
million boxes used annually by the 
Exchange 
growers. 
Furthermore, 


what would have been the conditions 
had there been no Supply Company. 


Several of the committee well re- 


membered that, in 1906 the Pine Box 
Agency raised the price of boxes 
from thirteen cents to twenty dents. 
This was one of the reasons the Sup- 
ply Company decided to protect the 
grower's interest and place them 
selves in a position as soon as possi 
ble to manufacture their own boxes. 
It is quite evident that the Supply 
Company 
is founded on a sound 


basis and came into existence only 
through well recognized necessity. 


On the whole, very little, if any, 


criticism could be made, while on the 
other hand, with lumber prices where 
they should be we believe the Fruit 
Growers Supply 
Company is in a 


position to make a million dollars a 
year from its lumbering operations 
as they will be able to- take advan- 
tage of the opportunity 
when i1 


comes. This trip was made at the 
suggestion of F. B. Hutcliens, who is
